Douglas 'Mac&rthur addressed 
the House and Senate.

Now MacArthur had come 
to give his side of the Korean 
war story. 


Who can forget those rolling

Yet 
so great was the excitement 


that day, 12,000 persons wailod 
faithfully at National airport un- 
til past midnight to greet the 
general as he flew in in his 
plane, "The Balaan." 


Thus began an incredible 20- 


hour day.

They 
sprawled all over the Washing- 
ton monument grounds where 
ho spoke briefly. Some 550,000 
lined the parade route up his- 
toric Pennsylvania Avenue.

two women and 10 men. 


Cohn, 37, has ridden high all 


his life. He has been called bril- 
liant, arrogant and spoiled, and 
a friend of his family once re- 
marked: "Roy has deserved a 
spanking since he was a child, 
but I doubt if he ever got it." 


I'wisiblc 40 Years 


But now Cohn faces the possi- 


bility of a real Jiching. Convic- 
tion at his trial would make him 
liable to as much as -10 years 
in prison. 


Cohn and a lawyer colleague, 


Murray Gottesman, are accused 
of tampering with a 1950 grand 
jury probe in order to save four 
stock swindlers from indictment. 
However, they are not on trial 
for this. 


Instead, 
the 
government 


claims the plot came to light 
and that Cobn and GoUesman 
then manipulated witnesses and 
lied to a subsequent 1062 grand 
jury.

He was only 20 
when he graduated. 


At 21, Cohn became an assist- 


ant U.S. attorney. He had a 
hand Jn the prosecution of Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg, the atom 
spy team who died in the elec- 
tric chair. Cohn also assisted in 
the successful prosecution of the 
nation's top Communist leaders. 


In 1932r Cohn went to Wash- 


ington as special assistant to 
the U.S. attorney general. A 
year later he resigned to join 
forces with Sen. Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy, R-Wis., as 511,700-a- 
year chief counsel to the Sen- 
ator's permanent subcommittee 
on investigations.

Allergy is the unusual reac-

es. This exposure may be to 
foods, drugs, inhalants,

tactants or physical a g e n t s 
liko lieal ami colrt. 


The .substance that an aller- 


gic individual is sensitive lo is 
called an allergen. 


Complicated Keiiction* 


The biological effects of Al- 


lergens and the reactions they 
produce nre highly complicat- 
ed. For )ho nllcr<,r;e pnliont, it 
Is sufficient to know Ihnt al- 
leriiy can show itself ns 
hay 


fever, asthma, Intestinal dis- 
turbances, skin hives nnd in 
other diffuse ways. 


Hay fever Is a seasonal form 


of allergy prorfurcrt by wind- 
home pollen. Hay fever is the 
general term that applies to 
reactions lo plants and trees 
lliat flourish in the spring, the 
summer and the fall. It docs 
not monn sensitivity to "hay." 
and it Is not necessarily asso- 
ciated with fever. 


Tree Pollen 


Spring allergies Are m o s t 


commonly caused by Iho tro-e 
pollen of maples, elms, oaks 
and blrchex. 


The symptoms of nasal con- 


grslion. running nose, repeat- 
ed bouts of sneezing and Itch- 
ing eyes are so characteristic 
that the patient almost alwayi 
knows his trouble. 


Sometimes It Ic difficult 
to 


determine the exact offending 
nlloi-Ron. Doctors often obtain 
cluos simply from the lime of 
year in which attacks oi:cur. 


Skin testing Is useful In de- 


termining allergens. A variety 
ot 
techniques is available, 


each carefully chosen for Its 
special advantages. 


When a particular allergen 


is discovered, the patient can 
be de-sensitized In one of three 
ways by small, repeated Injec- 
tions, The in-scason method is 
used while the patient is hav- 
ing hay fever symptoms. 


Before The Onset 


The pre-.season method of 


de-sensitizatinn starts 
about 


eight weeks before the expect- 
ed time of the onset of symp- 
toms. 


The perennial method con- 


sists of an all-year-round dc- 
srnsitixalion to known offend- 
ing pollens or other allergens, 


Treatment for "hay fever" 


allergies also includes the use 
of antihistamines and, in 
un- 


usual eases, the corllsones. 


The particular choice 
of 


treatment Is individually made 
by the physician according to 
the specific needs of his aller- 
gic patient.
